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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
Claims 2-9 stand withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. 

Specification 

The objection to the abstract of the disclosure is withdrawn in view of the 
amendment dated 11/28/2005. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in 
the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession 
of the claimed invention. The original disclosure does not support the added limitation 
in line 6 "one of a fixed projecting portion and a recessed portion to be used for inserting 
and positioning the shaft in an axial direction". Page 15 lines 14-22 states that the shaft 
is to be inserted through the opening portion 20g and that the projecting and recessed 
portions are used only to position the shaft axially. 
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The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 

for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 

regards as the invention. It is unclear how the either the projecting portion or the 

recessed portion can be used for inserting the shaft in the axial direction. It is unclear 

whether applicant intends to claim a fixed recessed portion, i.e. whether applicant 

means in line 5 -one of a fixed projecting portion and a fixed recessed portion-. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kamikawa 
(JP 2000-320562). 

Regarding claim 1, Kamikawa discloses a yoke-and-shaft coupling structure 
comprising, a yoke (6) including a shaft coupling portion (7) which has a U-shaped end 
face, and a shaft (1) to be inserted into inside of the shaft coupling portion through a U- 
shaped opening portion, wherein the shaft coupling portion includes one of a fixed 
projecting portion (25 is fixed in all directions of movement except along the axis of the 
hole at 23) and a recessed portion capable of being used for inserting and positioning 
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the shaft in an axial direction, and the shaft includes one of a groove portion (2) to which 
the projecting portion is to be inserted and a salient portion to be inserted into the 
recessed portion when the shaft is inserted into the inside of the shaft coupling portion. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicants' arguments filed 1 1/28/2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

In response to applicants' remarks regarding the previous objection to numerals 
in the abstract, it should be noted that the objection was not that reference numerals 
were present. Rather, the issue was that the reference numerals were not in 
parentheses. Applicants' original abstract did not include parentheses for the reference 
numerals appearing therein. 

Applicants' argument as to the patentability of claim 1 over Kamikawa is vague 
and nothing more than a general denial that the reference has the claimed structure. 
Applicants argue that Kamikawa fails to disclose a fixed projecting portion. However, 
Kamikawa discloses a captured ball (25), which is the projecting portion. This ball is 
fixed in all directions except along the axis of the hole in which it is located. Applicants 
fail to either show that ball (25) is not fixed, or refined the definition of "fixed" to preclude 
ball (25). In regard to a Section 102 rejection, the intended use is of little consequence 
to the determination of patentability. All that is necessary for the rejection to be proper 
is that the applied reference have the claimed structure.

Applicant's amendment to claim 1 lines 5-6 necessitated the new ground(s) of 
rejection presented in this Office action.
